The  Federal  Order  MINIMUM  uniform  price  to  be  paid  producers  for  milk 
delivered  to  pool  plants  is  $6.17-  This  hundredweight  price  is  for  milk 
testing  3-5?^  butterfat  and  is  subject  to  a producer  butterfat  differential 
of  8.0  cents  for  each  one-tenth  oi  one  percent  above  or  below  3*5^  test. 

In  December  1969,  12.2%  of  producer  milk  received  by  pool  plants  was 
priced  in  Class  I at  $6.77  P^r  cwt . and  21  .&Jo  was  priced  in  Class  II  at 
$4,63  per  cwt.  The  December  butterfat  differential  for  Class  I was  8.1 
cents  and  Class  II  was  7-9  cents. 

Totol  producer  milk  received  at  pool  plants  during  December  19^9  was 
31^640; 869  pounds  which  is  ^,n  increase  of  9^326^660  pounds  or  41^8^ 
compared  with  December  1968.
